Janesville peddlers of 
milk • have 


decided that the present selling prices 
of milk and cream is altogether too low. 
Ac a meeting held in the municipal 
court room early this week they camo to 
this decision.- 


Milk, which is now selling for five 


cents, will soon be sis cents 'and cream 
will be thirty cents a quart in place of 
twenty-five cents, which is now the rul 
log figure. 


Owing to disagreeable weather there 


was'a small attendance in the court 
room when the meeting was called to 
order. The absence of a half dozen of 
the local dealer resulted in no definite 
action being taken by those present. 
Another meeting has been called. 


At the present time the lack of organ- 


ization among the dealers iis the only 
thing that prevents it from going up to 
six cents, and that too, in a hurry. 


A number of dealers were interviewed 


today and it was-found that the supply 
was very short, and growing more so 
day by day. "We have ocly enough to | 
minrilv our customers," said one of the 
largest milk dealers to a reporter. "Milk 
auu cream are ' both scarce, and we will 
have to refuse persons who are not our 
steudy patrons. Three years.ago, when 
milk was so scarce, an effort was made 
to raise the price to six cents, but the 
majority of the milkmen failed to keep 
their word when the time came, and that 
settled it. We then concluded in the 
future to allow the others to fix the 
price and, we will follow. • • 


"But it should be selling for six cents 


under present conditions, and the milk- 
men will either have to go to that price 
before spring or else lose money, as feed 
of all kinds, especially bran and hay, is 
high in .price. 
Cows are also dear; in 


price, and, for a.good bovine you are 
obliged to pay nervy from forty- to sixty 
dollars,"

Are Worth aa a Business. 


Last'year no fewer .ban'36,000 peo- 


)le passed the turnstiles which guard 
the .entrance to the .'little room in 
which Burns first saw the light. 
I.n 


.896, the centenary year of Burns' 
death, the number reached 38,000, and 
as 2 pence is demanded from each vis- 
tor a very.simple calculation will show 
what a large sum of money is annually 
obtained by this means. The cottage 
is a very .'humble, .one-storied little 
erection, with a" thatched roof, and-the 
poet's father, when he first went to 
live there, would have opened his 
eyes pretty widely had anyone been 
able' to tell him what a sum was one 
day to be received for it. The place 
was bought from .him (after the poet's 
death) 'by a corporation of shoemakers, 
who afterward sold it to the present 
trustee's for §30,000.. Another famous 
birthplace; which attracts a large num- 
ber'of; people is that of'Thomas Car- 
lyle. at Bcclefechan,' which, is .twenty 
or thirty miles north' of.Carlisle. There 
is no fixed scale of charges for visiting 
this 
cottage, but 
as . 1,205 people 


climbed the stairs last year and each 
probably left something with the care- 
taker it will be easily seen that here, 
too, is a nice little property. 
There 


are other places, more or less, well 
known, scattered about in different 
parts. of England and Wales, which 
the tourist often visits. Shakespeare is 
still a' veritable little gold mine to 
Stratford-on-Avon. 
People from all 


parts of the world make* pilgrimages 
to the little Warwickshire town in 
order to see the famous poet's birth- 
place. 
The charge for' admission, to 


the house is 6 pence, but as an interest- 
ing museum 'is usually visited at the 
same time, for which an extra 8 pence 
is demanded, few persons leave the 
building without leaving 1 shilling he- 
hand them. Then there is Ann Hatha- 
way's cottage to be also seen. This is 
a mile away from Stratford, at the 
pretty little village of Shottery, and it 
is where the poet's wife was wooed and 
won. The writer, during a recent visit 
to it, was informed that on an average 
100 people a day: all the year round 
came to see the cottage, and as each 
visitor pays 6 pence ?3,500 or ?4,000 a 
year mus. be made'out of it.

London, Oct. 28.—A battle somewhat 


similar to the Boer attack on Mafe- 
Jting was fought on Tuesday just out- 
Bide of Kimberley, between 500 British 
under Col. Murray and 700 Boers, led 
toy Commandant Botha; 
The British 


claim a decided victory, admitting only 
the small loss of three killed and twen- 
ty-one wounded, including two officers. 
•The Boer losses, according to the Brit- 
ish 'reports, were 
heavy, including 


Commandant. Botha. 


The Boer version -is yet unknown- 


and. may tell another story. Since all 
reports agree that the.fighting was se- 
vere from start to finish, the British 
report of their own losses looks as if 
eome part of the story was exagger- 
ated. 


Later reports of Plumer's fight with 


the Boers "in Rhodesia say the Boers 
were defeated and that the British loss 
was two killed. The.Boer loss is re- 
ported seven killed and a large number 
wounded. 


So far as is known here the situa- 


tion in Natal is.unchanged. All news 
of British movements is. certain to be 
suppressed at present; it is not certain 
that any moves have teen made since 
Gen. Yule's arrival at Ladysmith, but 
the suppression of all correspondents' 
dispatches indicates that something is 
happening.

While the Boers are pushing forward 


to attack, Gen. White is receiving.re- 
enforcements.from Durban and Pieter- 
maritzburg. His force at Ladysmith is 
now about 15,000, including the men of 
Gen. Ynle's command that retired from 
Dundee.
